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Fresent State of Geographloal Selenon,
Al meeling of the Dritwh Association at
Nor Englaud, on the 20th of August, Cap-
taln Kiohards hydrographer to the Admiralty,
reviewed the present state of geographical
sclenoce, and referrgd particalarly to those blunks
on the map of the world which appeared to
demand the altention of éntum explorers in the
interest of hamanity, and for the bonor of the
conntry. The solenes of hy was within
easy reach of all, and it was matier of Jittle sar-
prise that it should be one of the most popular
sclences, Wherever navigation had penetrated,
they kuew anon?h of the shores ot she world for
the puiposes o ‘[ﬁm’aphj proper, bat i\ was
necesenry tu the interesis of commerce and the
intercommunication of nations that they stionld
be constsntly adding to their knowledge, But
for the knowledge of the physieal geography of
the ocenn 45 would have been impossible o have
Iaid the Atlantic chble, He hsa no doubt that,
a8 soom us the requiréments of commerce justi-
fled the outlay, similar cablos woauld be laid
untll the wohole wortd was enciroled. Toe day
wis not fur distant when a cable would be laid
from Gibraltar to Malta, and along the Mediter:
ranean and Red Sea, to briog India ipto more
direct communication with this country, From
Ind'a a cablo would be lald to Avstralin snd
Now Zenlund, and another to China.

All this required an accurate knowledgn of
the physienl geography of the ocesn. Their
encrgiea were being directed to the argament of
that juference; and he m ght say that by the aid
of soience sud the modern inventions of me-
chanjonl selence they were becoming intimately
acquainied with the depibs of every sea in the
wotld. The bed of the atluntic was known by
three routes pecurately, the avernge depth being
about two miles, Within the Inst few weeks
they bnd comuleted the obia'ning of full know-
lege of the depthes of the Indian Ocean belwean
the Red Sea wud Bombay, and in various other
pluces, and (he depth was fouud to be not mors
than vwJs miies, They bad also very recently
obtained he necessary knowledge ot the depths
of the oeenn becween India and China, and be-
tween the Gape of Good Hope and the Equator,
the masimom depth in the latter case belne a
Hit'e. nver turee miles, These were great
achievéoments, gecond (o none In iwmportance,
and in view ol their practical results the Admi-
rally bad prepared charts of the physical fea-
tures of the Atlantie Uvenn, and be trusted that
they would be lollowed by charts of every other
ocean in the world.

The darker side of the pleture was to be fonad
in Africa, Ceotral Asin, and Australia, and thne
senled Yook in the north of Entupe which lay
almast at thewr own doors, The mind ulmost
fatled to coulvmplnto the great problems which
were yet to be soived. It sickened the mind 1o
see how compuratively little they had learncd
from the grest snd self-denying and selfsacri
ficing efloris of explorers, Bearcely more than
a corner of Ausiralin could be said to be fairly
occupied, Of a great proportion of the interior
they knew Little more than they did when Cork
first visited its shores a hundred years ugo,
There was here an ulmost unlimited Held
for zeal und enterprise, and the time has come
when & combined effort should be made o
remove a great repronch from the science of
geography,

In referring to Afrien he pointed out the
resnlts of the labors of Livingstone, For the
lnst two years and a hall he had been wander-
ing almost single-handea to earry out the object
to which ke Lad devoted his Iife, namely, the
extiuction of slavery and the regeperation ol
the race of Afriea, (Lowd wspplause.) With
